McElroy . “ We made the 
serv ices for migrants known to all 
the schools in Missouri, and found 
that there were a considerable 
number in the southwest corner of 
the state, particularly in Barry 
and McDonald County .” 
If approv al is receiv ed for a 
school to begin the program, it is 
prov ided with teachers to tutor 
with 
migrant 
students; 
and 
special materials are prov ided on 
a check-out basis for three months 
from the headquarters in Cape 
Girardeau. 
“ A teacher that operates with a 
small number of children during 
each period of the day needs 
material particularly acclimated 
to 
small 
group 
instruction,” 
McElroy ex plains 
“ —such as 
earphones, 
junction 
box es, 
cassette play ers. Also in talking 
about agricultural migrants, the 
kinds of materials we prov ide are 
titled toward kids with these kinds 


and farms prov ide work for the 
migrants. 
Teacher in the Ex eter District 
is Terry Wilson, an elementary 
education 
teacher who was 
graduated 
from 
Missouri 
Southern State College in J oplin. 
She holds classes in one room of 
a white frame house on the school 
grounds, working with children 
for about 45 minutes at a time 
sev eral day s- per week. She keeps 
her sessions small, limited to 
about fiv e students, so that they 
can get indiv idual attention.” 
“ My main purpose is to bring 
them up to where they belong,” 
say s Terry . “ Often children who 
hav e trav eled around so much 
hav e fallen behind.” 
“ We hav e quite a turnov er here. 
The apple orchards are all picked 
now, and most apple pickers hav e 
mov ed on. We ex pect 
more 
migrants after Christmas. 
“ I really do like the program,” 
she say s enthusiastically . “ I set 
my own schedule, and choose how 
to work with the children. I hav e 
materials 
ov er 
here 
— the 
program has v ery much going for 
it; and I’m pleased.

CAN CATCH UP 
Special Program Prov ides 
Classroom Resources, Teachers

J ohnny has nev er liv ed in one 
place for more than a few months 
in a row. He’s seen the U.S. from 
apple orchards to poultry plants 
to wheat fields to orange grov es. 
But he hasn’t established too 
many roots. 
J ohnny ’s 
parents 
are 
agricultural workers who migrate 
from one part of the country to 
another, going wherev er work is 
av ailable, stay ing as long as they 
are needed. And when J ohnny ’s 
parents go on, so does J ohnny , 
mov ing 
from 
one 
school 
to 
another to another. 
It is hard on the children — and 
on the school sy stems — for them 


and arithmetic skills. In addition, 
should the students hav e some 
sev ere health probelm, and no 
other funds are av ailable, then 
money is av ailable for their 
health care as well. 
“ We 
hav e 
no 
benefits 
for 
any one 
outside 
migrant 
children,” McElroy emphasizes. 
“ We don’t try to serv e parents or 
any thing else, just the children.” 
Another way the program helps 
the children is through record- 
keeping.

thus, when a new child appears, a

JEFFERSON CITY — More 
than 1,000 young Missourians will 
be served in nine state schools for 
severely handicapped currently 
in the planning or construction 
stages. 
Three of these facilities will be 
located on sites given to th e State1

Education, 
which 
administers the program. 
The 
state 
schools 
serve 
youngsters age 5 through 20 who 
are 
m entally or physically 
severely handicapped. Currently, 
the state has 64 schools serving 
2,161 youngsters. 


In September 1976, a new school 
at Joplin is expected to open, 
according to Rex R. Wyrick, 
superintendent of the state 
schools program. At present, 
approximately 80 youngsters are 
being served in two small schools 
at Joplin and Neosho. Thenew 
school, to be located in Joplin, w ill 
serve those from Jasper and 
Newton 
counties. 
M issouri 
Southern State College at Joplin 
will donate about eight acres of 
land forthe school. 


The Union school district is 
donating five acres of land for a 
school to serve Franklin County. 
At present, two small schools in 
Union and Washington are ser­ 
ving 43 youngsters 
in rented 
facilities. The new Union state 
school is expected to open in 
September 1975. 
Plans also call for two ad­ 
ditional schools, at Hannibal and 


Sikeston, to be ready for children 
by September 1975, according to 
Wyrick. The Hannibal school w ill 
serve around 75 youngsters from 
Ralls and Marion counties. The 
Sikeston school is scheduled to 
serve an estimated 75 youngsters 
from 
Scott, 
Mississippi 
and 
Stoddard 
and New Madrid 
Counties. 
A third gift site of about eight 
acres, being made available by 
Jackson County, is expected to be 
the home of the Raytown- 
Hickman 
M ills 
state 
school, 
hopefully to be operational during 
the 1975-76 school year. The new 
school, to be located north of 
Unity Village, is expected to serve 
about 230 youngsters. 
Maple 
Woods 
Community 
Colelge at Kansas City has made 
several acrea of land available to 
the Stte Schools on a long-term 
lease basis. Probably 150 children 
from Jackson, Clay, Platte and 
Ray counties will be erved by the 
new school, which is scheduled to 
be opened during fiscal 1975-76. 
“ If funds are appropriated, we 
expect to build four schools 
beginning in Ju ly, 1975,” said 
Wyrick. “ They are to be located 
at Joplin, St. Charles, Cape 
Girardeau and Springfield. An 
anticipated enrollment of 450 is 
expected at these schools. We 
hope thay can be opened in 
September 1976.” 
An addition to the Hubert 
Wheeler School in St. Louis w ill be 
opened in February. This school 
presently serves 247 youngsters.

English writers, authors, composers and cooks. Even our Christ­ 
mas cards come from a London company that started the tradi­ 
tion in 1843. 
And this is not a complaint, rather the recognition that we still 
may be searching for the true, authentic American Christmas. 
The British influence has rightfully endured: Dickens writing 
some of the world’s great literature when he turned out a Christ­ 
mas book every year for five years, beginning in 1843 with “A 
Christmas Carol.” And music, with George Frederick Handel 
producing the “Messiah” (Dublin, 1742) and getting such a warm 
welcome in London that he became a naturalized citizen. English 
Christmas observations were powerful indeed. 
Our own history has seen the community of North America 
reflect much of the Old World experience. Most of our carols 
come from England or Europe. Our menu, our wassail ter­ 
minology, our tree and yule log, our Santa Claus and Twelfth 
Night all come from overseas. The search for an authentic 
American Christmas may ultimately be the refinement of old 
ways rather than the discovery of new observances. 
> 
Dr. Richard Knox Smith, Arizona churchman and historian, 
has provided us with at least some large clues in this search for 
an American celebration. Pouring over some old copies of the 
“Arizona Miner” (1870-1876) he discovered that Christmas in the 
western territory was wild, joyous, community centered, 
thoughtful, reverent and a true holiday. 
The “Arizona Miner” recorded the December events of 
Prescott, Ariz. The Christmas celebration included everyone in 
sight: cattle and mining people, soldiers, prospectors, clergy, 
town drunks, company commanders and kids. The whole town 
decorated a big tree in the heart of the new courthouse. Sunday 
school classes recited appropriate scripture. A quartet sang a 
seasonal hymn. Presents were distributed from the tree, which 
the paper noted, one year contained “nearly $3,000 worth of 
traps.” This was real frontier. 
In 1874, the editorial expressed some deep and profound sen­ 
timents concerning the coming of Christ. These beliefs are not 
only authentically American but global in dimension: 
"The day is sacred to be sure. It commemorates the greatest 
and happiest event for mankind that has ever occurred since God 
said ‘Let there be light’. In this season, it has been kept more as a 
day of joy than of sorrow; of joy for the great victory that day 
achieved over the Archfiend and his hosts; over sin, death and 
punishment; of sorrow for the insults and sufferings borne by 
Christ for our sake. His teachings, too, must not be forgotten, and 
Monday next should find the Christian people of Arizona prepared 
to say: 
“O, Spheres that sing! O, bells that ring! 
Lift up your tones to Heaven, 
Till every wrong shall be righted be, 
And every foe forgiven.” 
“Except the Apache, our devil wishes us to say, but, bad as 
they are and have been, our suffering people should be forgiving, 
even of them. . . . ” 
A true Christmas is both forgiving and thankful.

Opening of the special church 
door, kept sealed since the last 
observance of a Holy Year Ju­ 
bilee

quarter-century 
ago, 
symbolizes full accessibility to 
humanity 
of 
Christ’s 
pardon 
and grace. 
Catholicism is putting year­ 
long emphasis on that bestowal 
of forgiveness and restoration 
of broken relationships, an ob­ 
jective that also has im plica­ 
tions for other Christians and 
for Judaism. 
“ Renewal and reconciliation” 
is the keynote set by Pope Paul 
VI. 
In the extensive preparations 
for the year, varied suggestions 
have come from many quarters 
for steps by the church and oth­ 
ers to heal conflicts and renew 
ties, both spiritually and tan­ 
gibly. 
Numerous 
Protestant 
and 
Catholic 
scholars 
have 
urged 
special 
efforts 
toward 
over­ 
coming cleavages between de­ 
nominations and rebuilding of 


unity. 
To 
further 
that 
cause, 
the 
Rev. Avery Dulles, a noted Jes­ 
uit theologian of the Catholic 
University 
of 
America, 
sug­ 
gests that the Church lift its 
condemnations of those who re­ 
ject 
certain 
of 
its 
doctrines 
about the Virgin Mary. 
Referring to Catholic dogmas 
of 
M ary’s 
immaculate 
con­ 
ception (birth without sin) and 
bodily assumption into heaven, 
he questioned whether these be­ 
liefs are so central that failure 
to assent to them was an ade­ 
quate basis for excluding per­ 
sons from the faith. 
He says removing the ana­ 
themas about them would con­ 
tribute 
to 
reconciliation 
with 
othr Christians — one of the 
aims of the Holy Year. 
Protestants do not accept the 
two dogmas, defined by Cathol­ 
icism in 1854 and 1950. 
Pointing 
up 
links 
with 
Judaism, 
the Vatican has is­ 
sued a booklet on the origins of 
the “holy year” in the ancient 
Jewish 
Year of Jubilee, pre­ 
pared by Rabbi Marc H. Tan- 
enbaum, of the American Jew­ 
ish Committee. 
In the ancient Jewish obser­ 
vance, set forth in the Book of 
Leviticus, debts were forgiven, 
land 
restored 
to 
its 
original 
owners and slaves freed. 
Citing these acts of clemency, 
Pope Paul has appealed to gov­ 
ernments to consider granting 
amnesty to prisoners, particu­ 
larly 
political prisoners “who 
may have been caught up in 
political 
and social upheavals 
too immense for them to be 
held fully responsible.”

Georgia. 
No attempt was made to count 
the number of boxes of used 
clothing, blankets, canned food, 
kits (school, sewing, health) and 
bandages for Bangladesh which 
were deposited on the arena floor 
of the center. However, trucks, 
cars and buses began arriving 
Dec. 1 and continued throughout 
the day on Dec. 2 to deliver their 
cartons, 
which 
authorities in­ 
dicated would number in the 
thousands. 
The food 
and blankets were 
distributed to United Methodist 
and ecumenical agencies within 
the state. The used clothing, kits 
and bandages went to Church 
World Service. 
“When all of the records are in, 
w e fully expect that the

167. God’s Promise to Jeroboam 


Against the specific warning of the Lord, Solomon allowed certain of his wives to 
lead him to honor and worship false gods. The Lord therefore vowed that the king­ 
dom would be taken aw ay from Solomon's son who would succeed him. 
Jeroboam , the son of N ebat and Zeruah, was placed in charge of the labor 
battalions from the tribe of Joseph. O ne day the prophet Ahijah from Shiloh met him 
and called him aside to talk with him. “ And Ahijah caught the new garment that was 
on him, and rent it in 12 pieces: And he said to Jeroboam , Take the 10 pieces; 
for thus saith the Lord, the God of Israel, Behold, I will rend the kingdom out of the 
hand of Solomon, and will give 10 tribes to thee. 
(I Kings 1 1 ¡3 0 -3 1 ) 
Then Ahijah concluded by explaining that Solomon's transgressions made it neces­ 
sary to change the royal fam ily, though one of David's descendants would rule one 
of the tribes. However, Jeroboam would be expected to fe' -jw carefully the precepts

In search of an 
American Christmas 


By David Poling 


No doubt about it, our visions and images of Christmas have a 
British accent. For more than two centuries the celebrations and 
style of the North American Christmas have been shaped by 
English writers, authors, composers and cooks. Even our Christ­ 
mas cards come from a London company that started the tradi­ 
tion in 1843. 
And this is not a complaint, rather the recognition that we still 
may be searching for the true, authentic American Christmas. 
The British influence has rightfully endured: Dickens writing 
some of the world’s great literature when he turned out a Christ­ 
mas book every year for five years, beginning in 1843 with “ A 
Christmas Carol.” And music, with George Frederick Handel 
producing the “ Messiah” (Dublin, 1742) and getting such a warm 
welcome in London that he became a naturalized citizen. English 
Christmas observations were powerful indeed. 
Our own history has seen the community of North America 
reflect much of the Old World experience. Most of our carols 
come from England or Europe. Our menu, our wassail ter­ 
minology, our tree and yule log, our Santa Claus and Twelfth 
Night all come from overseas. The search for an authentic 
American Christmas may ultimately be the refinement of old 
ways rather than the discovery of new observances. 
Dr. Richard Knox Smith, Arizona churchman and historian, 
has provided us with at least some large clues in this search for 
an American celebration. Pouring over some old copies of the 
“ Arizona Miner” (1870-1876) he discovered that Christmas in the 
western territory was wild, joyous, community centered, 
thoughtful, reverent and a true holiday. 
The “Arizona Miner” recorded the December events of 
Prescott, Ariz. The Christmas celebration included everyone in 
sight: cattle and mining people, soldiers, prospectors, clergy, 
town drunks, company commanders and kids. The whole town 
decorated a big tree in the heart of the new courthouse. Sunday 
school classes recited appropriate scripture. A quartet sang a 
seasonal hymn. Presents were distributed from the tree, which 
the paper noted, one year contained “nearly $3,000 worth of 
traps.” This was real frontier. 
In 1874, the editorial expressed some deep and profound sen­ 
timents concerning the coming of Christ. These beliefs are not 
only authentically American but global in dimension: 
“The day is sacred to be sure. It commemorates the greatest 
and happiest event for mankind that has ever occurred since God 
said Let there be light’. In this season, it has been kept more as a 
day of joy than of sorrow; of joy for the great victory that day 
achieved over the Archfiend and his hosts; over sin, death and 
punishment; of sorrow for the insults and sufferings borne by 
Christ for our sake. His teachings, too, must not be forgotten, and 
Monday next should find the Christian people of Arizona prepired 
to say: 
“O, Spheres that sing! O, bells that ring! 
Lift up your tones to Heaven, 
Till every wrong shall be righted be, 
And every foe forgiven ” 
“ Except the Apache, our devil wishes us to say, but, bad as 
they are and have been, our suffering people should be forgiving, 
even of them. . . . ” 
A true Christmas is both forgiving and thankful.

In the extensive preparations 
for the year, varied suggestions 
have come from many quarters 
for steps by the church and oth­ 
ers to heal conflicts and renew 
ties, both spiritually and tan­ 
gibly. 
Numerous 
Protestant 
and 
Catholic scholars 
have urged 
special 
efforts 
toward 
over­ 
coming cleavages between de­ 
nominations and rebuilding of 


unity.

In the ancient Jewish obser­ 
vance, set forth in the Book of 
Leviticus, debts were forgiven,
